" A daylight bonk robbery worked in 
a clever manner, was accomplished at 
Winnetka, III,, Tuesday, afternoon at 2 
o'clock, with the aid of a telephone. 
The amount taken is not definitely 
known, but as the thief took every bill 
in the 'drawer, it is thought that the 
loss will reach close to $400. 

At 2 o'clock a well dressed stranger 
waljced into the State Bank of Winnet- 
ka and was talking to Henry R. Hale, 
the cashier, who was alone at the time, 
when an employe of the drug store, 
next to the bank came In and stated 
that Mr. Halo was wanted on the tele- 
phone at the store, the party on the 
other end of the line saying he could 
not get che bank as the phone was out 
of order. 

Thinking little of the matter, the 
cashier went to the drug store, swung 
the door with a patent catch behind 
him, and left the stranger alone in the 
bank. 

/The man at the other end of the line, 
evidently an accomplice of the man in 
the bank, asked Mr. Hale if he would 
be. in the bank for a while and stated 
that he would be in to 'see him later, 
and rang off. 

Mr. Hale returned to the bank to dis- 
cover that the money drawer had been 
opened, and every bill, probably about 
$400 had been stolen. In the short 
time he had been absent, the man had 
•worked the patent lock and opened the 
money 'drawer. 

The police were notified and started 
on tee track of the men, hunting along 
the railroad tracks. No trace of the 
men could'be found. 

It was one of the most cleverly ex- 
ecuted coups ever attempted in that 
vicinity, the men choslng a time when 
the.ba'nk • was comparatively empty of 
customers for the work.

BODY MANGLED BY TRAIN 

Christopher Hermsh of. Zion Gty Struck 
and Killed by Passenger Train. 

Mangled and^ crushed, the body of 
Christopher Hermsh, of Zion City was 
found on the northbound tracks of the 
Chicago & Northwestern railroad at 
the'Madison street crossing, Waukegan 
at 7 o'clock Sunday evening. 

How Hermsh met his death will pro- 
bably never be known, although it is 
natural to presume he was struck and 
killed by the fast passenger train which 
is due in Waukegan about the hour he 
he met his injuries. 

When picked up by Northwestern 
employes Hermsh was still breathing.. 
He was rushed to the Jane McAlister 
hospital, where he died just two hours 
later. 

Hermsh has been employed by the 
railroad company for the past two 
years as -an oiler. It wbb his duty to 
inspect the axel boxes on the passenger 
trains as they passed through Wauke- 
gan. Oil was applied to all hot boxes 
by Mr. Hermsh. He was engaged in 
oiling a number of boxes on a train 
when last seen prior to the time he met 
his death.

A mad dog running loose in the vicin- 
ity of Wadsworth and Gurnee has been 
the cause, of considerable loss to farm- 
ers and stock owners in that section. 
The dog. was said to belong at Winthrop 
Harbor and was shot by Geo. Wells, a 
farmer, when he caught it in his pig 
pen two weekB ago. . r 

Four of the hogs belonging to Wells 
were bitten three weeks ago. The 
owner discovered the fact from their 
wounds and shut them up in the pen. 
One after another went mad, foaming 
at the mouth, jumping: about and offer- 
ing to attack human beings. 

Two weeks ago Wells found a white 
bull dog again in his hop: pen and this 
time shot the animal. Before its cap- 
ture several head of cattle had been 
bitten by the rabid creature and within 
ten days eighteen head of stock died. 

Two cattle belonging to a farmer 
named Holmes near Wadsworth, were 
also bitten and went mad; in the case, of 
the cattle the rabies making them bel- 
low, paw and dig, and tear at each 
other viciously. **^ 

"On one farm near Gurnee eight'eows 
were bitten and on Monday of this week 
it was-found necessary to kill the en- 
tire number. t 

The situation is serious and some 
remedy mustbe taken at once snid a 
Waukegan veterinary and Tuesday 
farmers were notified to tie up their 
cattle. A general fear that the epi- 
demic may spread among the sheep 
herds of the county is entertained by 
some. 

The countryside is terror stricken at 
the new plague upon the animals and 
has appealed to the sheriff and the su- 
pervisors to devise some means to 
make farmers keep their dogs tied up, 
as stock is easy to get at and damage 
incurred by mad animals and their loss 
is irreparable. 

A delegation of three farmers have 
made a' tour of* the neighborhood re- 
questing everyone to tie up their dogs 
and to keep a sharp watch overtheir 
stock, and it is said that every dog 
caught running loose after sundown 
will be shot. 

A horse belonging to a farmer by the 
name of Gleason, residing near Russell, 
is said to have suddenly gone mad when 
Mrs. Gleason and daughter were hitch- 
ing it to the buggy. The women fled 
in terror and the animal was unhitched 
by the aid of a long pole. It snapped 
at all who came near and tore chunks 
of wood from its stall. It was shot as 
soon as possible. ^^^

First Meeting of the Better 

Cultural Methods Will be 

Held October First 



BANKERS SHOW INTEREST 



It is Thought That the Farmers Will Bene* 
fit Greatly on this New Plan of edu- 
cation of Farmers 



* Plans for the first meeting of the 
"banker-farmers," to be held in Spring- 
field, Oct, 11, were announced by R.L. 
Crampton, secretary of the Bankers' 
Association of Illinois. 

The "banker-farmer" movement to 
educate the farmer in better cultural 
methods was launched recently by the 
State Bankers' association. The "bank- 
er-farmers" in Illinois own or directly 
represent more than 1,000,000 acres of 
farm land. 

The "banker-farmer" movement 
means that the message of better 
crops will be carried directly to the 
farm. 

The Department of Agriculture .ami 
the state have established experiment 
stations, but in the majority of cases 
the farmers cannot reach these places. 
As a result they do not obtain the ben- 
efit of scientific researches and investi- 
gations which the experiment stations 
provide. 

The new movement will afford tjie 
same, advantages and the very import- 
ant additional advantage of carrying 
the information directly to the farm. 

This will be done through, a trained 
corps of men who "will travel through- 
out the various counties going from 
farm to farm with improved methods 
of tilling the soil. It is also planned to 
establish at least one experiment sta- 
tion in every county in the state. 

The committee on agriculture and 
-vocational education of the Bankers' 
Association, which is fathering the 
movement, is urging the passage of a 
compulsory agriculture education, bill 
modeled after the bills recently adopt- 
ed in Ohio and Minnesota, requiring 
the country Bchool teachers to teach 
modern methods of farming.

Dr. Francis H. Parks, a dentist ot' l -l 
Waukegan and an occasional teacher in 
Sunday schools of that community, waa 
arrested Saturday by federal secret . 
service officers on a charge of using the 
United States mails to send blackmail- 
ing letters. 

Secret service officials declare that* 
behind the arrest is a story of wholesale 
levied against society. These letters 
are said to have worried many promin- 
ent people of Waukegan for some time. 
Dr. Parks had been suspected, but only 
recently was there sufficient evidence 
to warren t an arrest. ' 

About a year ago several letters of 
a shocking nature were laid before 
Superintendent De Woody. of the feder- 
al secret service, and he detailed, an 
operativs upon the case. A recent 
letter, in which $300 is said to have been 
demanded from Mrs. Conrad Holstein, 
is said to have been traced to Dr. Parks, 
and his arrest followed. 

This letter is said to have been, 
addressed to William Smith, a chauffeur 
employed by the Holstein family. In it 
the writer is said to have threatened 
that. unless the money w r as paid as 
directed, the writer would disclose what 
he knewn about automobile trips the 
the chauffeur and Mrs. Holstein had 
taken together. 

The chauffeur is said to have turned 
the letter over promptly to his employ- 
ers and they in turn delivered it to the 
federal authorities. 

Dr. Praks was arranged Monday 
before United States Commissioner/ 
Foote and his case continued for ten 
days. The federal authorities refused 
t) dicuss the case. 

In the cases of the previous letters of 
the same character received by women 
of Waukegan's social circles. It ia 
said that the recipients were loath to 
prosecute because of their fear of no- 
toriety. In Mrs, Holstein, however, it - 
seems that a different type of woman . 
was encountered. At the suggest of 
the police and federal authorities she 
agreed to appear as a prosecuting wit- 
ness. 

In the blackmailing letter in question 
the authorship of which is charged to 
Dr. Parks. It was stated that the 
writer was a professional blackmailer 
and had made a living off society peo- 
ple in that neighborhood for several 
years. 

"I would even betray my own sister 
for money," he declared, "and I have 
a large family to support I am sorrv 
to say that I find it necessary to earn 
my living in this way despite the fact 
that it leaves a bad taste in my mouth.' 

The letter to Mrs. Holstein demand* 
ed that she deliver $300 to a ' 'young 1 
woman victim," who would call her up . 
on the telephone and arrange to receive* 
the money. In case this should prove 
disagreeable to Mrs. Holstein, she waa 
to mail it to "F. Parks, General Deliv- 
ery, Chicago." 

No "woman victim** has called up 
Mrs. Holstein, and the money was not 
mailed to Chicago. Instead the letter 
was turned over to the secret service 
officers. 

Conrad Holstein, husband of the wo- 
man upon whom the demand fcr money 
was made, and Mrs. W. J. Smith, wife 
of the chauffeur to whom the letter was 
addressed, joined in the complaint to 
the author! ti as. 

The accused man makes a total denial 
of the charge and accuses some one 
to have written this and other letters. 
Ho has an office on North Genessee 
street in Waukegan and has retained 
James G. Welch of Waukegan as his 
attorney; i 

Dr. Parks has resided in Waukegan 
for several years and has been engaged 

I in practice during that time with vary- 
ing success. He is said to be some- 

' what peculiar in his manner and of a 
religious turn of mind, having taught 
several classes of.boys > in Sunday 
sc ools of different denominations due-* 
ih£ his stay in Wuultegan.

This was announced by 
the financial Institution which will 
handle various trusts, the incomes of 
which are to be distributed annually. 
For the poor of Meriden a fund of 
;$50.000 will be established; for the 
poor of MIddletown, $25,000; Wesley- 
an university, $40,000; Meriden City 
hospital, $60,000; Curtis library, $25,- 
O00, and Hubbard park, $50,000. There 
are requests for churches and for the 
; Young . Men's Christian association. 
More than $1,000,000 will go to rela- 
tives. Mr. Hubbard began his dubI- 
•ness career as a clerk In a Middle- 
town store.

Grand Rapids, Mich., Sept. 21.— Be- 
fore an Immense crowd' of men and 
women from this city and the sur- 
rounding country, President Taft to- 
day defended his. course in vetoing the 
wool, free list and cotton bills passed 
by congress at the extra session. His 
language was emphatic and his earn- 
est manner showed that he sincerely 
wanted the people to know Just where 
he stood In the matter of tariff revis- 
ion. 

Tho president's address in part was 
as follows: 

"My Fellow Citlxens: I am going to 
tell you, in as simple a way as I can, 
why I vetoed the three tariff bills 
which congress submitted to mo. for 
signature at the close of the extra 
session. I called tho session to se- 
cure the enactment in law oft the Ca- 
nadian reciprocity treaty. This was 
done on July 22. Thereafter, the wool 
bill, the free list bill, and the cotton 
bill were presented to me for signa- 
ture, and I returned them, without my 
approval, and explained my reasons 
for so doing in a special message on 
each bill. 

"What I say hero will be in large 
part a resume of those messages, with 
some additional suggestions that the 
less formal character of this address 
permits.- I am not going to discuss 
the Payne bill, except to say that the 
controversy over Its merits and de- 
merits developed a very strong senti- 
ment among Republicans, and, indeed, \ 
among many Democrats, that a bureau 
or commission or board of competent 
persons should be constituted to make 
Investigation into the facts concerning 
the dutiable articles in the tariff, and 
to report them in such a way that con- 
gress and the public might bo reliably 
advised of the probable effect of any 
proposed revision of the tariff In the 
future. 

"At the extra session of 1909, con- 
gress had given me $75,000 which I 
could spend for this purpose; at the 
regular session of the same congress, 
the Sixty-first, the appropriation was 
enlarged to $250,000, to cover expen- 
ses down to July 1, 1911. Meantime, 
the movement for a permanent tariff 
commission or board to effect these 
general purposes acquired great mo- 
mentum. Business associations the 
country over united to form a special 
society for the promotion of such leg- 
islation, and the campaign for it was 
carried on with both houses of con- 
gress. I gave the project as strong 
support as possible, and made a num- 
ber of public addresses in support of 
it, and sent a specific recommendation 
of* the plan In a congressional mes- 
sage. The Republican conventions of 
28 states adopted resolutions strongly 
advocating a statutory tariff commis- 
sion, and deprecating any future re- 
vision until needed evidence bad been 
gathered and Impartial conclusions 
drawn as to the facts upon which such 
rvlsion could be properly made. 
Tariff Board BUI Killed. 
"Of course with Republicans, in or- 
der to secure a proper revision on the 
basis to which they were committed, 
it was essential to know from an un- 
biased source the difference between 
the costs of foreign and home produc- 
tion, for this was the limit of protec- 
tion which the moderate protection- 
ists among them and the last party 
platform had set They did not wish 
to injure tho important Industries of 
the country by taking away from 
them the measure of protection need- 
ed to enable them to live against for- 
eign competition, but they did In- 
tend In the next revision not to give 
them more than this. 

"Of course the Democrats recog- 
nized no such measure of protection 
as Just, but many of them contended 
that such a commllBlon waB neces- 
sary to secure the facts upon which 
a proper tariff for revenue only could 
be framed. The result was that by 
Republican and Democratic votes, 
and among the Republicans the so- 
called progressive or Insurgent Repub- 
licans were the most earnest In Its 
support, a bill creating a permanent 
tariff board of five, to be nppolnted 
by the president, with power to sum- 
mon witnesses and secure their evi- 
dence under oath, was passed by the 
house. No more than three members 
of the same political party could be 
appointed as members of the board. 
The Investigations to be undertaken 
and the reports to be made wore set 
out in the act and Included as proper 
subject matter the comparative costs 
of home and foreign production. The 
board was to report to the president 
and to congress as either directed. 
The bill went to the senate and was 
there amonded In a few unimportant 
particulars, one requiring confirma- 
tion of tho appointment of the mem- 
bers by the senate and another modi- 
fying In some respect the inquisitorial 
powers of the board. These changes 
necessitated a return' of tho bill to 
the house for Its concurrence in the 
amendments. A large majority fav- 
ored concurrence, but a small- minor- 
ity -was able to beat tho bill by fili- 



bustering in the last hours of the ses- 
sion. In the uncertainty* as to the 
pasBago of the bill, both houses had 
provided -$225,000 for. me to continue 
the tariff board then existing if the 
bill "for the othor board failed of pas- 
sage. In this aprpoprlatlon bill the 
statutory tariff board, if ectabllshed, 
was directed to investigate and report 
upon Schedule K on wool and woolens 
by December 1, 1911. This direction 
was the result of an amendment of- 
fered by a Democratic- senator.. 
'.Existing Board Strengthened. 
"Upon the failure of the' hill tor a 
statutory board, and In an earnest ef- 
fort to enable ' corfgress to act with 
accurate knowledge on Schedule K, 
and, Indeed, on Schedule I— on cotton 
manufactures — I issued an order to 
the tariff board already appointed to 
continue the necessary Investigations 
of these schedules and to report upon 
the same on December 1 next. . In 
order to make as good a substitute 
for the statutory tariff board as I 
could, I added two competent Demo- 
crats to the board.< The board con- 
sists of two professors of economics 
of the highest standing, one at Yale 
and one at the "University of "Virginia, 
a former assistant secretary of the 
treasury in charge of customs, tho 
proprietor and editor of an agricul- 
tural and stock raising newspaper — 
an authority on these subjects — and a 
former Democratic congressman of 
great ability and experience, from 
Georgia. Except the former assistant 
secretary, who Is n Republican, and 
the former congressman, it is bard 
to say that the members have any 
politics at all, certainly none which 
will prevent* impartial investigation 
and judgment. They are to report on 
the 'glossary' and the facts as to tho 
comparative cost of foreign and do- 
mestic production after Investigations 
mado by experts * In their ' employ. 
They have 80 persons under them 
working hard to complete the work 
marked out for them. 

"I have gone over with care this 
history of the movement for a tariff 
board In order to show how fully com- 
mitted I am to the proposition that 
we ought not to have any revision of 
a schedule of the tariff without ac- 
curate information as to the opera- 
tion and effect of tho proposed 
changes, and further to show that in 
this view I have had in the past the 
hearty support not only of the regular 
Republicans, but also, and even with 
more emphasis, those who call them- 
selves Progressive Republicans. 

"Second, I also wish to point out 
that all Republicans of whatever 
shade are committed to the mainte- 
nance of our protected Industries to 
the point of retaining duties on Im- 
ported articles which shall equal the 
differences In the cost of production 
at home and abroad. 

"Third. Except for the extra ses- 
sion called only to pass upon the 
reciprocity bill, the first time that the 
sixty-second congress could consider 
and pass upon tariff schedules would 
be lu December, and at that time its 
predecessor, by consent of both par- 
ties, had fixed as the proper time at 
which a full report as to the most 
objectionable schedule ought to be re- 
ported. With the money granted me 
by congress I had provided a board, 
non-partlBan, and with the same per- 
sonnel as the statutory board would 
have had, to make a report not only 
upon wool but also upon cotton. 
For Political Purposes. 
"Although many of the Democrats 
had assisted In the support of the 
statutory tariff board bill and had ad- 
vocated such a means of securing ac- 
curate information in respect of the 
probable operation of the. proposed re- 
vision, the house at once began to 
make a record for political purposes 
by passing three tariff bills, the wool 
bill, the free-list bill, and the cotton 
bill. They gave no public hearings of 
any kind on either of these bills and 
they presented no satisfactory In- 
formation upon which the effect of 
any of them upon the industries In- 
volved could be judged. Their In- 
vestigations may have been sufficient 
to satisfy the conscience of* a tariff- 
for-revenue man who believes in any 
reduction, however great, of existing 
duties, but for one pledged as I am to 
maintain a tariff high enough to en- 
able existing Industries to, live, the 
case Is different 

"The wool bill proposed a revenue 
duty of 20 per cent upon raw wool In- 
stead of 11 cents a pound, a reduction 
of considerably more than 50 per cent 
of the present duty, and an average 
duty of 50 per cent on woolen cloth 
and manufactures. This was avowed- 
ly a tariff for revenue and was not 
drawn for the purpose of protecting 
the Industries. It passed the house 
and went to the senate, where an In- 
surgent Republican senator proposed 
a substitute In which the duty on 
wool of tho first class was fixed at 40 
per cent, and of a second class, or 
carpet wooIb, at 10 per cent, and tho 
average percentage on the woolen 
manufactures was made 60 per cent 
nd valorem. It was claimed by Its 
author to be a protection bill. It was 
never submitted to a committee, no 
evidence was ever taken In regard to 
It, and It was evolved from the Inde- 
pendent investigation of a single sen- 
ator. A majority of the Insurgents 
and the Democrats in the senate com- 
promised on a bill which made the 
tax on raw wool, first olass, 35 per 
cent; second class, 10 per cent; and 
the average duty on woolens, 65 per 
cent. The bill, against the vote of 
nearly all of the regular Republicans 
and some insurgent Republicans, pass- 
ed the senate and was sent to confer- 
ence, where a bill was agreed upon 
In which the duty was 29 per cent 
on raw wool, and an average of 49 
per cent on woolens. This bill bad 
the effect of raising the duty on car- 
pet wools, as fixed In the senate, 19 
per cent, and as fixed in the house 9 
per cent. Here was the first case 



presented to mo. There was nothing 
In the record in either the house or 
senate from which I could obtain any 
information as to the effect of this 
bill upon the wool and woolen Indus- 
try of this country. I submit that the 
history of lis making shows no prin- 
ciple whatever in tho bill except a 
compromise between two opposing 
principles for the purpose of passing 
tho bill,' without any indication as. 
to its effect on the 'industry to which 
it applies. 

In Duty Bound to Veto It. 
"In tho absence of such adequate 
Information, and with the prospect of 
securing It in three months; ' It be- 
came my bounden duty to withhold my 
approval of tho , bill. What was the 
necessity for such great haste In pass- 
ing the bill at an extra session called 
for another purpose? The bill as It 
passed the house provided it should 
go into . effect, January 1, 1912. -The 
bill as it passed the senate contained 
a similar provision. When the bill 
went Into conference, I am informed 
that the suggestion was made that the 
date of January. 1, 1912, for its taking 
effect would furnish a strong argu- 
ment for delaying its passage until 
after December 1, when the tariff 
board could report Tho date of tak- 
ing effect was thereupon changed to 
October 16, 1911. Such care was not 
taken with tho free-list bill or the cot- 
Ion bill, both of which were mado to 
take effect January 1, 1912. . 

"Schedule K had been In forco so 
long and its percentages were so high 
in many respects that I had not hesi- 
tated In times past to say that It ought 
to be reduced, and to explain how it 
came not to be reduced In the Payne 
bill as It ought to have been. But it 
is one thing to- know that a schedule 
of this sort is too high, and It is a 
very different thing In such a com- 
plicated schedule to know upon what 
Items the reductions should be mado 
and how great the reductions ought to 
be. If tho principle to which I am 
committed, and to which the party is 
committed, was to be observed as a 
policy at all, here was tho occasion 
for following It. If I had allowed tho 
wool bill to become a law, the prog- 
ress mode In public opinion toward a 
better method of revising tho tariff 
would have been entirely lost and tho 
policy cast to the winds. 

Free List BUI Misleading. 
"Tho free-list bill was called the- 
'farmers' free list for tho purpose of 
giving an Impression that It was pass- 
ed to compensate the farmers for 
some sort of injury supposed to be 
done by the Canadian reciprocity 
treaty. This reason was finally repu- 
diated by the leader of tho Democracy 
on tho floor of the house of« represen- 
tatives and Is certainly not true. There 
was nothing In the Canadian reciproc- 
ity bill that required any compensa- 
tion to the farmers, for in a very short 
period after actual operation it will 
appear that they, as well as every- 
body else, have been Improved in con- 
dition by our larger trade with Can- 
ada. But the bill was framed and 
came to me In a form calculated to 
mislead as to Its effect' In the first 
clause all agricultural implements 
were declared to be frec.and a great 
many wore named. These same im- 
plements were named In the Payne 
bill, and were made free in that bill 
from any country which permitted our 
agricultural implements to enter it 
without duty. This opened to Eng- 
gland tho market of the United States 
for agricultural Implements. As a 
matter of fact, tho price of agricul- 
tural implements In America is cheap- 
er, as shown by a report of the bureau 
of trade relations of the Btate depart- 
ment, to the American fanners than 
to any farmers in the world. This first 
clause, therefore, of the free-list bill 
offers no boon to the farmers at all, 
although apparently drawn for the pur- 
pose of Inducing them to think so. 

"Another clause provides for the 
admission of barbed-wire fencing free, 
and then all wire and other material 
which could be used for fencing, and 
Includes wire rods and wire rope. To" 
let In barbed-wire fencing alone would 
be unimportant to producers, but the 
framing of the amending clause Is 
such that if it were to go Into law^ It 
would have a serious effect upon the 
metal schedule and would utterly de- 
stroy the principle which was followed 
In Its framing and would make free of 
duty some of the most highly wrought 
articles under the metal schedule not 
used by farmers at all. Then there Is 
a clause admitting jute and cotton 
bagging free, and materials from 
which made, which would allow com- 
mon cotton cloth to come In free for 
any purpose, although under the cot- 
ton schedule even as proposed to be 
amended by this congress, cotton cloth 
Is lb pay a certain amount of duty. 
The bill also puts boots and shoes of 
all kinds on the free list. It did not 
put on the free list except some kinds 
of leather, the materials' which went 
into shoes, In other words, It put on 
the free list the finished product and 
continued the tax on. raw materials. 
This would be such a burden on our 
manufacturers that its injustice must 
appeal to everyone. 

"Finally, the free list has two 
clauses affecting meat and flour. As 
they went through theh ouBe they put 
meat on the free list and flour on the 
free list. In the senate, however, an 
amendment was put on limiting the 
operation of these two clauses to im- 
ports from those, countries with which 
we have a reciprocal relation and 
which admit certain agricultural pro- 
ducts of ours free. This limitation 
made Canada the only country which 
would be affected by the provisions of 
the clause. Now, in our negotiations 
with Canada for reciprocity we at- 
tempted to secure free meat and free 
flour. Canada would not consent to 
this, because she feared the effect of 
our • competition with her meat and 
I flour. This showed that Importations 



of meat and flour from Canada /with- 
out duty would not have any effect to 
lower the price in this country of 
either in normaltimeB. But this free- 
list bill was giving to Canada some- 
thing for nothing. This congress at 
the close of the act approving the 
Canadian reciprocity 'agreement di- 
rected mo to continue negotiations 
and expand its terms, and yet in these 
provi8lons.it proposed to deprivo me 
of using the concessions of frep meat 
and free flour to securo concessions 
from Canada. Thus the bill was so 
loosely drawn; it was drawn on such 
a^wrong principle and with so little 
Information, and It purported to do so 
many things which it did not do, that 
I had no hesitation in vetoing It. 
Cotton Bill "Impossible." 
"Finally, the cotton bill came to me. 
This bill differed from the others In 
being a bill for which the Democrats 
aione, and not the insurgent Repub- 
licans, were responsible. It had passed 
the house on the report of the ways 
and means committee made without 
the taking of any evidence of persons 
interested in the manufacture or any- 
one else; It had completely changed 
tho method of classifying cottons, class- 
ifying them according to the threads 
In the yarn instead of by tho threads 
of tho piece and the specific duty upon 
the square yard, as In the. present bill. 
This was a most important change, 
and it had been, adopted after an in- 
formal communication In writing with 
tho bureau of standards and after an 
adverse report by the treasury experts. 
The bill was adopted avowedly as a 
free trade bill by the.houso. It came 
to -the senate and was passed In the 
form in which it passed the house, 
except that certain amendments were 
added. 

"I had the bill examined by experts, 
especially with respect to the chemical 
schedule, and even in the very short 
tlmo I had, I found the greatest con- 
fusion produced by the amendments. 
The bill was impossible, and of course 
I' vetoed it. There was in tho passage 
of the bill, In the amendments, and in 
tho general treatment an indication 
that the support of the bill was based 
rather on a desire to make a political 
record in favor of lower duties than 
upon a serious proposal to change tho 
law. At least this is tho only expla- 
nation that can be offered of tho care- 
less. Inartificial, and altogether unsat- 
isfactory character of the three bills. 
"I have gone Into' this matter at 
considerable detail In order that my 
position with respect to these bills and 
tho general treatment of tho tariff may 
be, understood. I am In favor of the 
reduction of the tariff wherever It can 
be done and still give a living meas- 
ure of protection to those Industries 
of tho conutry that need it But I in- 
sist that wo have reached now a point 
in the history of tariff making when 
every one ought to realize that the tar- 
iff should not be changed and business 
disturbed, except upon information 
which shall enable us to pass bills 
that will disturb it least"

Red Cross Christmas Seals. 
The National Association for tho 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
will this year for the first time bo na- 
tional agent for the American Red 
Cross in handling the sale of Red 
Cross seals. A new national office has 
been opened in Washington, and an 
Initial order has been placed for 
60,000,000 seals, although It Is expect- 
ed that double that number will be 
sold. The charge to local agents for 
the seals will be 12 V£ Per cent, of the 
gross proceeds, tho national agent fur- 
nishing the seals and advertising ma- 
terial, and taking back all unsold seals 
at the end of the season. Postmaster 
General Hitchcock has approved of 
the design of the seal. Owing to the 
fact that many people last yoar used 
Red Cross seals for postage; the post 
office department has given orders 
that letters or packaged bearing seals 
on the face will not be carried 
through the malls.

Soon afterward I dis- 
covered n counterfeit $1,000 bill 
through noticing that some of the let- 
ters in the worn 'treasury' were pied. 
A second look showed bo verul Imper- 
fections. Most counterfeits fall down 
on the portraits, .because there never 
were two artists that could get tho 
same expression on. tho face of a sub- 
ject nor an engraver who could 'raako 
an exact duplicate of his own ,/ork."

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TAFT TELLS 
OF TARIFF 



Its Investigations Are Necessary 
and Its Findings Fair. 




EXISTING BODY IS PRAISED 



President, Speaking In St." Louis, De- 
scribe* Its Work as That % of 
Analyzers . Rather Than 
of Experts. 



St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 24.— President 
Taft appeared last night before an 
audience largo enough to All the. Coll- 
seum to overflowing and sympathetic 
enough to give, the chief executive 
frequent and hearty applause. His 
subject ' was '"Tho Tariff Board" and 
he undertook to set forth the neces- 
sity of such a body to advise the ex-, 
ecutlvo and congress as to the facts 
In reference to the present operation 
of an existing tariff and the future 
operation of a proposed tariff. The 
lnadequency of such information in 
the past, ho said, had roused the busi- 
ness men of the country and had 
given rise to the .demand for a per- 
manent' tariff commission or board. 

Mr. Taft reviewed briefly the fail- 
ure of legislation In this direction 
and the passage and veto of the wool, 
free list and cotton bills, and ex- 
plained his action in the latter cases. 
He continued: 

Analyzers Rather Than Experts. 

"The tariff board has been referred 
to sometimes as a board of experts 
on the tariff. This is hardly a cor- 
rect description. It would be impos- 
sible to secure a board all the mem- 
bers of which had expert knowledge 
upon all the subjects of the tariff, for 
the 14 or 15 schedules are very broad 
In their scope and Include much of 
what 1b manufactured or produced in 
the world. Indeed, it Is by no means 
clear that it would be of advantage 
to have in the board itself men who 
are experts upon the making and Bale 
of particular articles mentioned In 
the tariff. It is far better to have in 
the board men who. are in the habit 
of making Investigations, who are in 
the habit of calculating, costs, who 
are in the habit of digesting and 
analyzing great collections of evi- 
dence and reducing them to intelli- 
gent conclusions which may be stated 
for the benefit of those who Intend 
to use them. That is the profession 
of trained economists, and therefore 
I put at the head of this board Prof. 
Henry- C. ■ Emery, upon the recom- 
mendation of the presidents of a num- 
ber of universities who. were consult- 
ed. Mr. Alvln Sanders was the ed- 
itor of the Breeders' Gazetto, a man 
of the highest standing, who had do- 
voted his life to the study of the agri- 
cultural Interests of this • country, 
while Mr. Reynolds, had been four 
years an assistant secretary of the 
treasury under Mr. Roosevelt, In 
charge of customs, and had become 
very familiar with the operation of 
the existing: tariff and its construc- 
tion. To these three I added Pro- 
fessor Page of the University of. Cali- 
fornia, and then of the University of 
"Virginia, a well-known economist, 
with the same general standing as 
that of Professor, Emery; and Mr. W. 
M. Howard, a former. Democratic con- 
gressman from Georgia and admitted- 
ly one of the ablest and fairest mem- 
bers of the half dozen congresses in 
which he served. The make-up of the 
board insures nonpartisan action. The 
truth is that with the exception of 
Mr. Howard/and of Mr. Reynolds, the 
board may bo said to have no po- 
litical affiliations at nil. 

"The board is a board of the high- 
est, lntolllgonco and ability, and well 
qualified by their previous experience 
to act as Investigators, analyzers of 
ovldenco, and judges of Issues of fact. 
They are under instructions to draw 
their conclusions without rorpoct to 
their effect, ^and I venture to say that 
there Is no board In the country less 
likely to be influenced by political or 
other impropor considerations than 
the tariff board as it Is now consti- 
tuted. Even the attacks made upon 
it, prompted by the heat of political 
controversy and lmpntienco nt my 
vetoes, cannot turn it from a Judicial 
attitude toward all questions that it 
Is. now considering. 

Example of the Board's Work.' 
"The members of this bonrd , wore 

'called upon to make a report upon 
the comparative cost of the manufac- 
ture of print. papor in Canada and In 
this country. They first made a pre- 
liminary report, and then they made 
a final report, and I yenture to say 
that never before has a report so com- 
plete, so comprehensive, and so satis- 
factory as to tho comparative cost or 
any product in two countries been 
made as this upon the pulp and news- 

-print paper. The data on pulp and 
paper included in the report were se- 
cured Trom 53 ground- wood mills, 25 
sulphite mills, and 38 news-print mills, 
making a total of JIG mills,. and rep- 
resenting 040,478 tons of news-print 
paper, or 80 per cent, of the news- 
print tfapor production of the United 
States. The data for Canada wore 
taken from . 13 ground-wood mills, 5 
sulphite mills and 7 news-print papor 
plants. Reports were secured cover- 
ing 78.2; per cent, of tho nows-print 
paper, 60.2 per cont. of tho ground- 
wood, and 66.7 per cent, of the sul- 
phite-pulp capacity In Canada. All of 
these figures, including those ; from 

. Canada, were secured directly by rep- 
resentatlvos of the board from tho 
books of the different companies. 
They prepared exact schedules, in- 



cluding all essential items of equip- 
ment, cost and wages, and for each 
of tho companies Included In the ta- 
bles thdy have * the original ^schedules 
covering all Items In detail. 

"A study of this report will satisfy, 
any candid, Impartial observer of the 
completeness with which It is. possi- 
ble to secure information without the 
inquisitorial examination under oath, 
and the greater accuracy, that may be 
had In a quiet, friendly examination 
of the books than by . ; a necessarily 
antagonistic cross-examination of the 
proprietor of the -business when. on" 
the stand. The report vindicates the 
judgment of the European authori- 
ties, whom Professor Emery consult- 
ed, that the use of formal cross-ex- 
aminations to secure facts In regard 
to the cost of the manufactured . ar- 
ticles Is not the best course for get- 
ting at tho facts. \ 

Other Work Not Duplicated. 
"It said that other bureaus or ngen- 
cies of the government : longer estab- 
lished and of better organization have 
made,* or are making, all the Investiga- 
tions of V this kind J , necessary. . The 
mnker of such ah objection fails to 
appreciate the. marked difference be- 
tween tho work of the board and most 
other agencies of the government. The 
work of the tariff board Is not pri- 
marily statistical. Other agencies of 
the government, especially in the de- 
partment of agriculture and the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, car- 
ry on statistical investigations of 
much importance, much of which has 
to bo used by the tariff board, and in 
all cases the tariff board endeavors to 
avoid any duplication of work of this 
kind. But such. statistical work as to 
production, imports and exports, num- 
ber of people employed, earnings per 
week, etc., are a very small part df the 
Investigation necessary for a, consider- 
ation of tariff problems. No agency of 
the government has ever. done even 
statistical work primarily with a view 
to considering the effects of tariff 
rates on producers and consumers. 
For Instance, there 1b much printed 
material on the subject of wages in 
different lines of Industry, but prac- 
tically none of this 1b of much value 
for. a discussion of tariff questions, 
since wages per day or per week sig- 
nify little as to the actual labor cost 
per unit of article. The Investigation' 
now being mndo by the tariff board 
Into the textile .industries will develop 
a knowledge regarding wages In rela- 
tion to tho amount of output, efficiency 
of laborers and machines In this and 
leading foreign countries of a charac- 
ter never made public before and 
based on the actual wages paid and 
output secured of the thousands of 
laborers and thousands of machines, 
as shown by the pay rolls of tho com- 
panies checked up by tho earnings of 
Individual men. 

"The bureau of corporations has In 
some cases made very careful exami- 
nation Into costs of production. TheBe 
investigations, however, were not un- 
dertaken primarily with reference to 
their bearing on tariff legislation. So 
far as they cover the ground neces- 
sary for such purpose, there will be 
no need of thlB work being duplicated 
by the tariff, board. This Is especially 
true of the metal schedule. It 1b only 
necessary to supplement thlB material 
by such other Information as may bo 
vital to a consideration of the tariff 
proper. 

"Tho best way to understand the 
peculiar character of the Investiga- 
tions of the tariff board is to compare 
their published report on pulp and 
news-print paper either with tho sta- 
tistical work of other government 
agencies regarding this Industry or 
with the hearings before the ways and 
menns committee. It Is shown that 
this Investigation does not in any way 
duplicate the statistical work of the 
other departments, but that its scope 
Is quite different, and yet the Investi- 
gation develops data essential to an 
understanding of Industries from a 
point of view of the tariff." ' 

As to Cost of Production. 
After comparing the board's method 
of Investigation to that of the ways 
and means committee, to the detri- 
ment of the latter, Mr. Taft said: 

"It is objected that with reference 
to the cost of production there pan be 
no scientific conclusion. If by this Is 
mennt that there will bo found to be 
no exact mathematical measure of the 
difference In the cost of production of 
goods In ono country and of goods In 
another, It is true. Conditions vary 
In different states, In different prov- 
inces, and in different counties. They 
differ between different manufactur- 
ers, and the difference In the cost of 
production between two countries is 
therefore a difference that can not be 
stated with deflnltenesa. It muat.be a 
varlablo amount, and must bo bo Btat- 
ed; but when thus stated with varia- 
tions It may, nevertheless, be accu- 
rate and just, and ought to be, so that 
the tariff can be adjusted to the facts 
aa they are rather than to the facts 
as interested parties would state 
them. Tho report of the board:on the 
paper and pulp. Industry was Illuminat- 
ing. It'gavo the average cost of pro- 
d action, with all the elements; showed 
how If differed between tho mills in 
the same country and betwoon tho 
milts or the two" countries, and demon- 
strated that on the -whole tho real 
.averago, difference In the coat of pro- 
duction was measured by the differ- 
ence In the coBt of' tho raw material, 
the pulp w*ood,- In the two countries.. 
•It la such conclusions which, with the 
meanB of securing them, the American 
people have tho right themselves to 
have, and to Insist that their repre- 
sentatives In congreas shall have, be- 
fore making radical changes In exist- 
ing legislation. 

"I do not contend that the tariff. can 
bo taken -out of politics, In tho sense 
that It will never be made tho aubject 
of political dlaouaalon. ;Men differ 
radically aB to the economical wisdom 
of a protective tariff, or a tariff for 



revenue only, and that muBt always be 
the subject of political diacusslon. But 
there Is a means of taking the ascer- 
tainment of facts away from a tribunal 
like that of the ways and means com- 
mittee, which is necessarily hurried in 
its Inquiries and necessarily lacking. In 
thoroughness and. the temper necos- 
■ary to reach the most impartial con- 
clusions. It Is possible to. transfer 
those investigations . heretofore made 
by tho ways' and means and finance 
committees to a tribunal which will 
make a thorough and impartial In- 
quiry. I do not mean to say that the 
tariff board which I have appointed is 
constituted by the best method possi- 
ble. I do not think it Is. I -think it 
would bo better to have It appointed 
by the president, , with the confirma- 
tion of the senate, and to make It in- 
dependent of the president and of con- 
gress so far as that may be possible 
under our system. I do say that the 
present board is as Independent as 
any board can be, but I admit tha't Its 
method of appointment Is such that 
conditions might arise having a ten- 
dency to rob it of Its impartial char- 
actor. Therefore, I ventured, with all 
tho onergy of which I was capable, the 
establishment of a permanent tariff 
commission, and I shall urge upon the 
congress, as long as it, is my function 
to do so, tho establishment by law of 
such a commission. 

Tribute to Present Board. 
"But, meantime, congress has en- 
abled me to organize the present com- 
mission. They have shown by the 
work already done hew thorough their 
future work will be, and they- have 
demonstrated by what they have done 
that the material which they will 
place- before the congress and tho 
executive In December with reference 
to Schedules K and I — that Is, on 
woolenB and cottons — will be of a more 
valuable character and one from 
\yhlch more valuable conclusions can 
be drawn than any report of the kind 
over submitted to any legislative body. 
"I can n,ot moro fittingly close these 
remarks' than by quoting the conclu- 
sion of an impartial and competent 
committee of the Tariff Commission 
.association after a full and personal 
Investigation of the work of the tariff 
board, as follows: 

" 'In conclusion out committee finds 
that the tariff board Ib composed of 
able, impartial, and earnest men, who 
are devoting their energies unre- 
servedly to the work before them ; that 
tho staff has been carefully aelected 
for the work in view, is efficiently or- 
ganized and directed, and Includes a 
technical experts; . . . that the 
number of exceptionally competent 
work of the board, vaat and Intricate 
In detail, is already highly organized, 
well systematized, and running 
smoothly; and that congress and the 
people can now await the completion 
of that work with entire confidence 
that It 1b progressing as rapidly us 
consistent with proper thoroughness 
and that it will amply justify all the 
time and expense it entails. We be- 
lieve' that the value of tho work when 
completed will be so great and so evi- 
dent as to leave remaining no singlo 
doubt as to the expediency of main- 
taining It as a permanent function of 
the government for the benefit of tho 
people/"

BUTTER SCORING CONTESTS TO AID 

IN IMPROVING I QUALITY OF PRODUCT; 




Butter Scoring. 



By N. W. HEPBURN. 
University of Illinois. 

In December, t 1910, a scoring exhi- 
bition waB inaugurated for the pur- 
pose of assisting the butter makers 
In improving the quality' of Illlnola 
butter. 

The plan of the contest Is on a set 
dato each month to have each cream- 
ery operator in the Btate caring to 
exhibit Bhip a 10, 20 or 30 pound tub 
of butter from his regular make to 
the department of dairy husbandry, 
University of Illinois, where it la 
■cored and critlclBed by three Judges, 
working independently, following 
which a chemical analysis 1b made of 
each tub. 

After each Bcoring, complete rec- 
ords containing analysis, score and a 
letter of criticism are sent to tho 
butter maker. As a guide in giving 
suggestions, the butter maker fur- 
nishes tho information given on a 
blank containing 3(> questions. 

Up to the present time from 15 to 
60 butter makers have availed them- 
Belves of the opportunity monthly, 
with the result that several of those 
who havo consistently followed the 
scoring aro uniformly making a better 



grade of butter than at tho beginning 
of the contests. While In many cases 
average scores by months would not 
show tbla to be true, examination of 
the various score cards shows that 
those mechanical defects quite com- 
mon at tho beginning of the contests 
have in many cases been lessened 
and In others entirely overcome. 

Since all but two or three of tho 
regular exhibitors have been making 
butter from hand separator cream, 
the results of their efforts to improve 
flavor and quality have been alow and 
laborious and the most common criti- 
cism by the judges has been "over- 
ripe," "Btale" or "rancid" flavor.

ANCESTORS AND EXERCISE FOR THE PIG 




Feeding Pens With Exercise Space. 



By WILLIAM DIETERICH, 
University of Illinois. 

In regard to exercise, It has been 
clearly shown that this is an Import- 
ant consideration. All pigs need ex- 
ercise, and the young and growing 
pigs especially need to have this point 
carefully looked after. While a pig 
that has been* proporly born will do 
well for aomo months, or during a 
growing, and fattening period, as, for 
instance, a hog being finished for mar- 
ket, with little or no exercise, it does 
not necessarily mean that a pig that 
la being, fed for breeding purpoaos 
will not be injured by thlB practice. 
It 1b quite evidont that it good brood- 
ies: animate aro to be developed they 
need plenty of exorcise, as well as 
due consideration in other points that 
have already boon mentioned. 

The last point to be considered 1b 
tho influence exerted on the offspring 
by tho ancestors. While this: has not. 
aa yet been very thoroughly developed! 
it seems to be indicated quite clearly 
that Under an impropor environment 
and under the influenco of an im- 
proper system of feeding, a breeding 
herd of swine will gradually and quite 
rapidly run down, so that in a few 
generations the breeding herd will bo 
«reatfy impaired from the atandpolnt 
of profitably pork production. This 



bolng true, it la also evident that it 
la possible to improve the herd grad- 
ually, bo that greater and more eco- 
nomical production of pork Is poa- 
eible. 



Food Value of Clover Hay. 

The coat of commercial feed atuffa 
has boen constantly rising since 1890. 
While today this rise has apparently 
stopped, yet no one who understands 
the great and constant demand for this 
material believes It will ever be ma- 
terially lower, says tho Agriculturist. 
Those feed stuff8 aro rich in protein 
— the fleah and tissue, forming nutri- 
ent—and must bo used to balance the 
home-grown fodders, which are in -tho. 
main starchy and fibrous. All grasses 
and grains, as grown for forage, are 
more or lesB starchy, but early cut, at 
about the period of the first blossoms, 
they contain relatively more protein. 
Early cutting of hay Is, therefore/ tho 
first requisite in producing hpine- 
grown protein. Legumes aro all" of 
them, rich In protein. Rotations must 
be so arranged and fertilizers bo con- 
stituted as to further tho growth of 
red clover in tho mowings and alslke 
clover sb opposed to 'timothy and red 
top. A ton of clover hay compared 
with timothy haa digestible protein 
in excess equal to that contained in 
450 pounds of wheat bran. - '

LY BEATEN AT ELECTION. 



BORDEN WILL BE PREMIER 



Opposition Will Have a Majority of 
More Than 50 In New Parliament- 
Seven Members of Privy Council 
Are Ousted.

Montreal.— Sir Wilfrid Laurler, the 
Liberal Government and reciprocity 
with the United States Buffered a most 
disastrous defeat at the polls through- 
out the Dominion of Canada. With 
reciprocity tho paramount issue of the 
campaign tho voting turned a Liberal 
majority of 42 into a Conservative 
majority of more than 50. 

Seven cabinet ministers who had 
Berved with Premier Laurler wore 
among the defeated candidates. 

The Liberals lost ground in prac- 
tically every province of the Dominion. 
Where they won. their majorities 
were small. Where the Conservatives 
won their majorities were tremendous. 
Ontario, the leading province of Can- 
ada, declared almost unanimously 
against the administration and reci- 
procity. 

Robert L. Borden, leader of the 
Conservative party, will shortly be- 
come tho prime minister of Canada. 
He will be supported in parliament by 
a working majority of members far 
more than ample for his purposes. 

The government defeat means that 
the Fieldlng-Knox reciprocity agree- 
ment, ratified by the American con- 
gress in extra session, will not be In- 
troduced when the twelfth parliameni 
assemblies next month, and that a re- 
vised basis of trade with the United 
States looking to closer commercial 
relations will not be possible In the 
immediate future. The Conservatives 
are committed to a policy of trade 
. expansion within the empire and a 
closed door against the United States. 
xMthough re-elected in. two constitu- 
encies in Quebec, the defeat of the 
Liberal party also means tho retire- 
ment from public life of Sir VWlfrid 
Laurler. who for nearly two decades 
has directed the destinies of the Do- 
minion. Several times during the bit- 
ter campaign which preceded the 
election the venerable premier said 
defeat of his party at the polls meant 
the end of his career; that ho never 
would consent to lead a minority In 
opposition to a Conservative govern- 
ment 

A Liberal membership of 53 from 
Quebec was cut down to 36. which, 
taken alone, seriously threatened the 
supremacy of the party. 

But it was in Ontario that tho Con- 
servatives won their greatest vic- 
tories. Spurred on by appeals to 
patriotism and the cry that reciproc- 
ity was the entering wedgo for an- 
nexation, the Conservatives swept 
nearly everything before them. That 
province, which In the lust parliament 
was represented by 35 Liberals and 51 
Conservatives, will send a delegation 
to the next composed of 13 Liberals 
and 75 Conservatives. A notable fea- 
ture of the defeat was the opposition's 
capture of two hitherto Liberal seats 
In Saskatchewan. 

The returns show an opposition ran- 
Joritv of 50. as follows: Opposition 
members elected. 131; Liberal mem- 
bers elected, 81. This Is practically 
complete, accounting for 212 out of 
221 members. , 

The result comes as an unexpected 
disaster In the face of the confident 
hopes of the government that It 
would be sustained on the paramount 
IsBiie it had made of reciprocity be- 
tween Canada and the United States. 

Seven members of the Laurler min- 
istry were among the defeated mem- 
bers reported, with other Liberal min- 
isters still In doubt and tho current 
strong against them. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler Is elected in Quebec East, as 
the seat had not been contested. 

Minister of Finance Fielding and 
Minister of Customs Patcrson, who 
made tho reciprocity ba.*galn with tho 
United States, failed to win; Sir Fred- 
erick Borden, minister of mllltla; Mac- 
Kenzle King, minister of labor; Syd- 
ney Fisher, minister of agriculture; 
George P. Graham, minister of rail- 
ways, and William Templeman, min- 
ister of inland revenues, also wont 
down to defeat. The province of Quo- 
bee rejected one minister, British Co- 
lumbia one, Nova Scotia two and On- 
tario three.

Alarm at the re- 
ports of approaching dissolution of 
the United States Steel corporation 
resulted In an enormous volume of 
selling by holders of the corporation's 
stock in all parts of tho country and 
in Europe. ' 

The dofoat of reciprocity in the Ca- 
nadian elections contributed to the 
unsettlement of tho market Not 
since tho panic which grew out of tho 
Northern Pacific "comer" ten years 
ago has such a convulsion of the stock 
market occurred. 

Wall street was in utter confusion. 
Officials of the Steel corporation main- 
tained their silence, and tho situation 
remained virtually unchanged. 

The only fact which stood out from 
the confused rumors and opinions was 
a definite statement from Attorney 
General Wlckcrsham that no arrange- 
ments for the dissolution of the corpo- 
ration had been made, and that no 
such action had been proposed by the 
department of justice. This put an 
end to the widely circulated reports 
that the corporation had proposed a 
plan of dissolution to the department 
of justice, with tho Idea of averting 
a dissolution suit

Port Said, Sept 25.— The crisis be- 
tween Italy and Turkey over the pro- 
posal of the former nation to establish, 
a protectorate over Tripoli has reached 
Its climax, according to reports re- 
ceived here, and a conflict between tho 
nations seems inevitable. 

The Turks, according to reports re- 
ceived here from apparently reliable 
authority, have captured the Italian 
liner Reglnn Margherlta at Merslna, in 
Asia Minor. The steamer is one of tho 
fleet of the Navigazlone Generale ital- 
lana of Genoa. 

By way of Paris another report haa 
been received that the Italians have 
landed troops at three points on the 
coast of Tripoli. 

As tho Italians have been prepared 
for some time to take immediate ac- 
tion should the Ottoman government 
rofuse to agree to the protectorate it 
is thought that action in seizing the 
Italian liner will precipitate troublo 
between the countries at once. Up to 
tho present time. Italy, in all negotia- 
tions carried on, has exhibited a de- 
sire to avoid extreme measures, even 
offering to leave Tripoli under the sov- | 
c-relgn^' of tho sultan in case tho as- 
surance is given of Italy's future pre- 
ponderance of power in Tripoli. 

Germany and Austria are said to 
have agreed to this plan, and Franco 
and Italy have signified a willingness 
to indemnify Turkey In case It is 
adopted. 

Tho attitude of Turkey, however, has 
been one of defiance, and should it be 
unable to offer a good excuse for tho 
capturing of the liner, war may be ex- 
pected. 

The Italian fleet is now at Taranto, 
under orders to be ready to sail at a 
moment's notice.

Toulon. — A stunning climax to the 
long series of disasters which have ' 
followed the operations of the French 
navy came when the battl'oshlp LI- 
berto. caught fire, fell apart after a 
succession of torrific explosions, and 
•went down In forty feet of water, 
carrying to death 400 or more of the 
crow, which had worked so. gallantly 
to Bave the ship and Its freight of hu- 
man life. 

Tho precise cause of. the fire and ex- 
plosion Is still a matter of speculation. 
Tho LIberto waV anchored in the road- 
stead, where she had lain since the re- 
view of the fleet by* President .Fal- 
ileres on September 4. Around her 
and not far away were her companion 
ships, all of which by the very force 
of tho explosion added rrom their own 
crows to tho list of tho Llberto's 
dead. The Verlto was tho nearest at 
hand, and the flying fragments and 
bursting sheila played havoc with the 
panic-stricken sailors helplessly watch- 
Ing /.ho fire from the decks.

Neenah, Wis. — Twelve persons were 
killed outright, one Injured so badly 
he died within an hour, and nine 
others wero seriously Injured, four 
probably fataUx\.aU members of a hay- 
rack party, when a north-bound North- 
western passenger crashed into the 
vehlclo at tho Commercial street 
crossing here. 

Nine occupants of the wagon, In- 
cluding tho driver, escaped with slight 
Injuries. Two of the victims were 
Chlcagoans, the remainder or the 
party being residents of Menasha. 

The victims of the crash were re- 
turning from the Peter Hanson farm, 
three miles outside of Neenah, whore 
they had gone ten hours provlous to 
attend the celebration of a wedding 
anniversary and dance. 

Armless, legless and headless bodies 
covered the tracks as the train, nine 
coaches in length, was brought to a 
stop 800 feet from the scene of the 
crash. Several of tho bodies were so 
badly mutilated that identification was 
possible only by- fragments of clothing 
that clung to tho several parts. Six 
of the victims, all dead, wero piled 
on tho engine pilot, whore they lay 
until removed by members of the 
train crow and passengers who vol- 
unteered their services. 

Two others wero hurled through a 
flagman's shanty alongside of tho fa- 
tal crossing, the force of tho contact 
practically upending the little struc- 
ture. 

Another of the victims who was In- 
stantly killed and whoso body was not 
found until half an hour artor the 
crash, was hurled over a barn titty 
feet from the railway right of way. 
Nearly every bone in his body was 
broken. 

The Northwestern right of way at 
Commercial street runs diagonally 
across the highway, and a big bill- 
board at the sido of tho right of way 
in a measure obscures the view of 
pedestrians and drivers. Mist and Tog 
filled the atmosphere, adding to tho 
difficulty of seeing the approaching 
train. 

Driver Hanson declares he made ev- 
ery effort to look in both directions 
along the track, but did not oboervo 
tho on-ruBhlng train until his team 
had renched the track. Ho whipped 
up his horses, but managed to get 
the wagon only half way across the 
tracks. > 

The train was running at a high 
rate of speed, being nearly a half 
hour behind schedule.

At tho first 
explosion, for only a small squad had 
bene called to fight the lire, thoy tum- 
bled from their bertha and wero about 
to Jump' overboard when a- sharp order 
recalled them to their posts. Ttieso 
met death when the ship went down, 
and after the final explosion, out of 
the floating bodies that mingled 
with the debris on tho surface of tho 
wator, only a few wore saved by the 
cruising boats, launched too lato to 
rescue tho injured and the drowning. 
It was a pathetic Incident that with 
seemingly plenty of aid almost at 
hand It was Impossible for such aid to 
bo given, so short was the tlmo be- 
tween the first alarm of fire and the 
quick destruction of the Liborto. 

Tho fire spread with. the most amaz- 
ing rapidity, and It Ib now a lamenta- 
ble conclusion that In tho general ex- 
citement no order was given to flood 
the magazines, a step which might 
havo saved many lives. Men and of- 
ficers worked with the utmost desper- 
ation, but artor the first explosion tho 
Interior of tho ship became a veritable 
volcano, sweeping back ttys sailors 
who time and again risked their lives 
to carry tho projectiles from tho gun- 
rooms;

MADISON EULOGIZED BY TAFT 

President Pays Tribute to Dead Con- 
gressman at Kansas Semi-Con- 
tennlal Celebration. 

Hutchinson, Kan.— Tho celebration 
hero or the fiftieth anniversary of tho 
birth of the state of ' Kansas was 
made notable by the presonco of 
President- Taft. 

Ho. delivered an address at tho fair

Cement Talk No. 7 

Newspapers print near- 
ly every day the story of 
some fire disaster involv- 
ing the complete destruction 
of great property values and 
sometimes the loss of human 
lives. The annual fire losses of the' 
United States are measured by tho 
millions j in fact, it is stated that over 
two hundred and fifty million dollars 
worth of property was wiped out by fire in 
the United States last year. While it is truo 
that' the precautions to prevent fire' and fire 
fighting svstems are often inadequate, tho 
main trouble lies in flimsy^ non-fireproof 
building construction.
